The 
records  then  go  to  the  district  office  and  the  best  from  each  district  is 
then  to  be  sent  to  the  State  office.  Committees  with  a representative 
from  the  Federation  of  Lfooen’s  Cluhs  and  one  frozvi  the  Federation  of  Busi- 
ness and  Professional  v7omen''s  Cluhs,  v/ill  be  asked  to  assist  in  the  final 
judging  in  the  State  office  and  probahly  in  most  of  the  comities  and  dis- 
tricts, as  these  organizations  a.re  financing  the  girls  ^ trips.

The  instruction 
is  given  hy  means  of  farm,  home,  and  comi'iiimity  demonstrations  a-nd 
cluh  activities,  carried  on  hy  the  young  pj^opl®  themselves  for 
the  purpose  (l)  of  helping  country  hoys  and  girls  to  improve  rura-1 
farm  and  home  practices  S2id  the  social  life  of  their  OYm  coiiUTmii- 
ties,  (2)  of  showing  them  the  possibilities  of  rura.1  life,  (3)  of 
aiding  those  who  so  desire  to  become  efficient  farmers  and  home 
makers,  and  (4)  of  teaching  rural  hoys  and  girls  how  to  iiiake  of 
themselves  puhlic-spirited,  useful  citizens  and  leaders  in  rural 
affairs .
